may give them an Opportunity of gain- 
ing, by our Differences, that which 
the Courage of our Anceftors, afd the 
‘Wildom of his Majefty, have hitherto 
rendered impracticable for them to gain 
by. their Arms or their-Counfels. Jor, 
my Lords, it is not in this Country, as 
it is in fome other Countries, where 
the Sovereign needs but to command 
and. be obeyed; owe Emperor, my 
Lords, ,»muft be fupported by the Af- 
fe€tions and Concurrenceof his Senate; 
if his Senate does, not fupport him, Jet 
his Caufe be, never fo. juit, let his In- 
tentions be never fo upright, and his 
Counfels never fo wife, the national-In- 
tereits muft fuffer under his Admini, 
firation. From thefe Confiderations, 
my Lords, it is not'ionly our Duty to 
give his Majefty the flrongelt Affurances 
of our Support and Concurrence in the 
Courfe of this War, but to do it in 
fuch a Manner as. may take from the 
Enemies of the Nation, whether fecret 
or declared,. whether Foreign or Do- 
meltick, all Hopes of fupplysng their

That the Fuflice and Nee fey of the 
War with \beria muft be as demonfrable 
to the World, as the Injuftice and Violence 
of that Nation is notorious; and that, 
ince Great Lilliput has bcen thus unavoid- 
ably called forth to Arms, we eflecm it our 
peculiar Felicity that we have upon the 
Throne a Prince, who with paternal Tenders 
nbfs joins in the juft Refentment of an ine 
jured Nation, and whofe Magnanimity and 
Stegdine/s are equal to the glorious Cauje 
in which he is engaced. 

That on this Occafion the unfeigned 
Tender of oyr Lives and Fortancs is mp 
more ‘than is due‘ to hrs Maje/ly and our 
Country, iand that we do from the bottom of 
our Hearts give his Majefly the ftroncett 
Sif ances, that we will xcaloufly concur in 
all. fuch Meafures, as may forward his Pree 
parations, and enable him to carry on the 
War with that Spirit and Vicour which 
truly become the Lillipntian Nation. 

That his Majefty’s Goodne[s in acquaint. 
ing. us from the Throne-of his ben ing

I am ture, will not be wanting in your 
Duty, 1 hope the Miniftry will not be 
wanting in theirs. ‘They muft be in- 
excufable if they are: ‘They have all 
the Advantage that Man can defire ;—

—a Loyal Senate—and a willing, give 
me leave to fay, an United People. 

My Lords, I don’t love to give 
hard Names; 1 would not give bard 
Words evento the Jberians ; but I would 
give them very hard Blows, and that 
too, my Lords, upon the foreft Place. 
We all know where eheir Strength, 
where their Weaknefs lies ; both, my 
Lords, lie in their Weft Idnies ; from 
that they derive theirStrength, and it is 
on their Poffeffions there that we are to 
keep our Eye inthis War. Itisthere, 
my Lords, that we can diftrefs them 3 
to attempt to diftrefs them in any o- 
ther Place would be hurting ourfelves, 
but if we diftrefs them there, we dif- 
able them, and enrich oarfelves. 

The Emperor, my Lords, for whofe 
Memory, and Name, I have the great- 
eft Veneration, was the late Emperor 
Wimgul 11. He was’a Prince, my 
Lords, who not only had great Notions 
of Liberty, but a true Senfe of the 
molt effectual Way to promote and 
eftablith the Interefts of this Empire. 
That Emperor, my Lords, when he 
entered into Negotiations, had always 
in his Eye fomewhat which might be 
of particular Profit, or folid Advan- 
tage tothis Nation. Accordingly, 
when he entered into the great Alli- 
ance for reducing thePower of Blefufu, 
and fetting a Prince of the Houle of 
Aurifia upon the Throne of Jberia, 
we find, by the 6th Article of that 
‘Treaty, that whatever the Lil/iputians 
fhould take from the Enemy, in Co- 
lumbia, during the Courfe of the War, 
was to belong to this Empire. Let 
this Stipulation be a Direétion to us at 
prefent: Let us follow the Maxim me 

that 
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that wife Prince, who well knew what 
infinite Advantage the poflefling our- 
felves of any Part of the /berian Ter- 
ritories in Columbia would bring to this 
Nation. Let us, my Lords, take Pof- 
feflion of their Settlements there, and 
after we have taken Poffe/ionletus HoLD 
Them. This will make Jberia, 
my Lords, that fhe dare not be your 
Enemy ; and, if the is, her Refent- 
ment can be but poor and feeble. 

But, my Lords, while I taik of 
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vour ; we might thereby foon difable 
ourfelves from effetually ating againft 
them in thofe Parts where alone they 
are vulnerable. Therefore, my Lords, 
his Majefty, when he recommends the 
diftrefling them in their moft fenfible 
Parts, can mean no other than attack- 
ing them in their Columbian Territo- 
ries. Let us, my Lords, colle all 
our Strength, and then all Degu/ia can- 
not refift us ; Jet us make one vigorous 
Pufh, and poffefs ourfelves of one im- 


poffefling ourfelves of the Jberian Set- B portant Place in their diftant Setile- 


tlements, I muft not forget the Means 
of doing it. It muft be done, it can 
be done, my Lords, only by confult- 
ing right Men. Pat able Generals at 
the Head of your Troops, give the 
Command of your Fleets to experi- 
enced Admirals; let every Branch of 
the Management of this‘ War be com- 
mitted to right Men, Men whom the 
Voice of the Nation points out as ca- 
pable of fuch a Truft; let us do all 
this, my Lords, and there is no Rea- 
fon to doubt of Succefs. Let the Plan 
of your Operations be well laid and 
well executed, my Lords, Succefs will 
follow ; and if it thould not, I fhall 
never blame thofe who condutt either 
our Fleet, our Armies, or our Coun/fels, 
Something, my Lords, mutt be left to 
Fortune, and if that fhould be againft 
us, it would be unjuft to accufe, and 
foolifh to repine.

ments, and then, my Lords, all De- 
gulia, inftead of looking down upon 
you, as they -have hitherto done, will

as eafily be done as faying the contrary). 

I would anfwer for the Succefs of their 
Preaching, and can aflure them, that 
Swearing would foon become as unfafhi- 
onable, efpecially among polite People, 
as going to Church, or faying their Pray- 
ers at Home. 
A Clergyman of my Acquaintance, of g 
fuperior Excellency than the Generality 
of his Order, has refin’d upon this Spee 
culation wich very furprifing Succefs, 
Inftead of inculcating the Dodtrine of the 
Third Commandment, he endeavours to 
convince his Neighbours that Swearing is 
no Sin, by conftantl commune it in his F 
own Difcourfe. The better fort of Peo-

For it has 
been clearly demonttrated by our beft moe 
dern Writers, that Baptifm, and all pofi- 
0 iieass ns, aos only valuabie in 
their having gagmoral Tendency to proe 
mote truc Bae Sad Virtue, 7 Glashn 
Obligations, and ftanding Memorials, by 
Reflections upon which, every Religious 
Agent, to whom they are adminiftered 
might be induced to avoid Irreligion and 
Immorality, to cultivate mild, benevoe 
Jent, and focial Difpofitions, to afpire af- 
ter a godlike Purity, and aim at the Ree 
femblance of Moral Perfection. And if 
thefe are the only Inftances, in which poe 
fitive Infticutions can puflibly be fubfervi« 
ent, of what Ufe can the Rite of Baprifin 
become to dying Infants, when (not ar- 
rived at the Exercife of Reafon) they are 
incapable of Reflection, and utterly un- 
ualified to receive any of the faregoing 
Advantages ?

4. Weighing is cafier, quicker, cheaper 


and neater than Meafuring, as may appear 
by the Praétice in fevera] Parts of England, 
particularly at Leicefter, where they have 


weighs @ Waggon-Load of Coals, Wag- 
gon and aj}, at once, in about five Minutes, 
tor Sixpence. At London,. Coals might 
be weigh’d in the Sack’ in the Cart by a 
Stilyard, h as ufual on a Triangle, in 
or near the Tail of the Carts or almoft as 
eafily in Scales. 


I apprehend there would. be no.need to 
vary the Laws already in being relating 
to the Duties on Coals, fince Meafuring 
out of the Ship is probably the .moft con- 
venient Method, the Vefiel they ufe being 
very large, and well ordered for the La- 
bourers within, and the Lighters without; 
and asto the Coal-Merters, they may be 
the Weighers in all Cafes where they 
have now a Right to be the Meafurers.
